What do y all think of below as talking points/response for biz leaders to key eouneil members? Other thoughts? 

I ve only just developed and am running it by others, so it may change. But wanted to get your thoughts/guidance. 

I m writing/calling to urge your support for those dedicated law enforcement officers who wish to continue 
serving our community through a temporary freeze or freeze extension of the DROP program. 

I m sure you agree that public safety is linked to having a sufficient complement size, and that in fact our 
police force is currently in a very depleted state. Even though the Strickland administration, with Council 
support, is actively working to address the situation, it certainly will take some time to right-size. 

In the meantime, it s hard to imagine why anyone would try to prevent dedicated, experienced law 
enforcement officers from staying on a few more years to help their community through this difficult period 
of a depleted police force. In a 2017 survey of employees participating in the DROP (the bulk of whom are 
police officers), more than 70% expressed interest in participating in freeze or extended freeze. 

We should be embracing their dedication and willingness to stay with us through this tough time! 

I understand that there are arguments being made that the old folks should be pushed out to make room for 
the younger folks to get promotions . This is a culture destroying way of thinking pitting the older against 
the younger, the seasoned against the less experienced and should not be tolerated, much less 
encouraged. 

Instead, lets embrace our senior leaders who are willing to stay on and help, while at the same time let s 
take steps to ensure there are ample career advancement opportunities for all men and women willing to 
work hard in service to our community and its safety. We can, and should, do both.
